In Firefighting Demonstration 


Sunday was a day for firemen 
at the Meadowwood | training 
grounds in Fitzwilliam, N. H., 
when 44 firemen from nine towns, 
Northfield, Bernardston, Turners 
Falls, Gill, Greenfield, Conway, 
Vernon, Brattleboro, Vt., and Fort 
Ann, N. Y., participated in fire- 
fighting training demonstrations.

Charles D. Moore Accepts Pastorate|\W.C.1.U. Hears 
of Nfld. and Bernardston Unitarians |State President 


Charles D. Moore of Jonesboro, { 


Georgia, has accepted the pastor- 
ate of the Northfield and Bernard- 
ston Unitarian churches. It is ex- 
pected he will come with his fam- 
ily in December to begin his work 
and will reside in Northfield. 

Mr. Moore was born in Jones- 
boro on Jan. 19, 1926 and attend- 
ed schools there. After graduating 
from high school in 1943 he en- 
tered the aviation cadet program 
of the United States army air 
force reserves and was called to 
active duty in 1944, serving until 
May, 1946, mostly in the India- 
Burma area. He married Carolyn 
Wynn, also of Jonesboro, and they 
have two children. 

After working in the automo- 
tive fleld five years he entered 
Truett-McConnell Junior college 
(Baptist) but transferred to Mer- 
cer university the following year. 
At Mercer Mr. Moore was elected 
to a scholastic society even though 
he worked 30 hours per week and 
also served two rural Baptist 
churches. 

After graduating in 1954 with a 
major in religion and _ sociology 
and a minor in philosophy, he en- 
tered Colgate-Rochester divinity 
school, where he served two rural 
Methodist churches in the central 
New York conference.

Charles D. Moore Accepts Pastorate|\W.C.T.U. Hears 
of Néld. and Bernardston Unitarians |State President 


Charles D. Moore of Jonesboro, { 
Georgia, has accepted the pastor- 
ate of the Northfield and Bernard- 
ston Unitarian churches. It is ex- 
pected he will come with his fam- 
fly in December to begin his work 
and will reside in Northfield. 

Mr. Moore was born in Jones- 
boro on Jan. 19, 1926 and attend- 
ed schuols there. After graduating 
from high school in 1943 he en- 
tered the aviation cadet program 
of the United States army air 
force reserves and was called to 
active duty in 1944, serving until 
May, 1946, mostly in the India- 
Burma area. He married Carolyn 
Wynn, also of Jonesboro, and they 
have two children. 

After working in the automo- 
tive field five years he entered 
Truett-McConnell Junior college 
(Baptist) but transferred to Mer- 
cer university the following year. 
At Mercer Mr. Moore was elected 
to a scholastic society even though 
he worked 30 hours per week and 
also served two rural Baptist 
churches. 

After graduating in 1954 with a 
major in religion and sociology 
and a minor in philosophy, he en- 
tered Colgate-Rochester divinity 
school, where he served two rural 
Methodist churches in the central 
New York conference. The second 
year there his field work was in a 
blighted area in Rochester for the 
Home Mission board of the Pres- 
byterian church, U.S.A., trying to 
develop a mission church into a 
self-sustaining unit. 

To quote Mr. Moore about his 
next move: 

“My original religious orienta- 
tion was quite conservative, how- 
ever over the years of my educa- 
tional endeavor I found myself in 
a more realistic liberal position. 
Primarily due to my theological 
outlook and the fact I felt I owed 
my family some respite from the 
economic strain and time to find
